The Prospect In Sew York. 

Now that the Ohio election is over and 
its effect upon the minds of our citizens 
has been produced, we ar3 all prepared 
to take a distinct and satisfactory riew of 
the prospect here in New York.

Ira Davenport is proba- 
bly the weakest candidate for Governor 
who was ever presented to the voters of 
New York, with the possible exception 
of Myron H. Clark, who figured without 
honor in the Executive office some thirty 
years ago. The only reason for Daven- 
port's nomination is the fact that he is 
rich, and that the real leaders of the 
party had become unavailable. .He pos- 
sesses neither the intellectual power nor 
the political intluenre which could justify 
his promotion ; and when election day 
comes, he will be seen to be anything but 
the unanimous choice of his party. 

The Stalwart Republicans, men of 
principal and of memory, will not vote 
for Ira Davenport. They know very well 
what he is, and they recollect very dis- 
tinctly what he has done and what he has 
not done. 

When the third of November is over 
wc shall doubtless find that Ira Daven- 
port iB beaten and that Hill and Jones 
are chosen to bear rule in the Empire 
State.— [New York Sun.

FATAL QUARREL. 

Three Men Wrangle Over a Grocery Bill. 
Plugged In the Dark. 

Dbtroit, Mich., Oct. L'O. —Coroner Keefe 
was summoned to Spring Wells to hold an 
Inquest on the body of James Deadman, 
who died from injuries, which It is claimed 
be received, at tho Amos house from Dan 
McCarthy and Burt Simpson, brakeman on 
the Michigan Central road.
